LOGGERS SHUT DOWN.

No Logs Will Be Dumped Into Lower|
Columbia After July @

No more logs are to be cut and
dumped Into the lower Columbia or
tributarion after the It of July, ae
vording to an agreoment resched by the
Columbia River Logging Assoclation at
g lnst mreeting. The shut-down will
continue until about O¢tober 1.

The move will throw about 700 log:
ging hands out of employment, but as
it i at & tme of year when work of
all kinds ix plentiful In the Northwest,
the lows of employment will only be felt
in the reduced rate of wages the men
will obtain in other lines,

“We have concluded to shut down he-
cise we fearnd the price of logs would
dﬂ'lina if we produced them faster Lgan
llu- milly conld take care of them” said

. McClaran, a member of the as:ocia-
1inn, tolay, “We could not stand any
falling off in the price paid by the saw
wills, and s eoncluded to reduce the
output,

“Wages are now averaging 8 a day
for loggers, und this together with the
cost of evervibing we meed In the
camps, Just about allows ns a living In
the production of logs at the present
price—20 for red fir and 810 for yellow,

“A fow af the smaller camps have
rafusnd to shut down, ng the owners
aver that they are heavily In debt and
have ponsiderable Interost to meet
These will produce logs
enongh to make any impression om the
supply, and so will be permitted to oper-
ate without protest from the assoela-
